Ove readers, who have heard a good 
nga cf the 
Peking Oriental Suciety will be scand- 
alized to learn that an attack has been 
made on that erndite body in the pages 
of onr northern contemporary, Some 
one, writing under the comparatively 
modern name of “Proteus,” has attacked 
the Soviety, in whose solemn retreats 
tho sages of the Capital revel in guesses 
into the secrets of what the profane 
vnigar call « misty and musty 
quity. Imbued with the modern 
spirit which demande that every insti- 
hall be able to prove its use- 
e, or get ont of the way, “ Proteus” 
starts by accepting some dicta of the 
Chinese Times that the Pekiug Oviental 
Sooiety stands in need of urgent reform, 
“Soarcely, he says,” had we recovered 
from the fitof mortal depression brought 
‘on by t tation, (we use the word 
in ita Biblionl sense) of February 7th,

States, ns covering 
thousand square miles, of which area, 
approximately one half pertains to the 
Shan States and one half constitutes 
Upper Barma proper. Lower Burma 
bounds this territory to the South ; on 
the West aud North-west, between the 
British provinces of Arakan, Chitta- 
gony, Assam and the feudatory State 
of Manipur, aro i-civilized 
tribes who have never come under the 
coutrol either of the British or of the late 
Barmese Government. On the North 
and North-east, Upper Barma is bound- 
ed by Chinese territory, and tribes, de- 
soribed as subordinate to China, But 
between Upper Barma and Chinese 
territory proper on the north-east is a 

















belt of country inhabited by predatory 
tribes of Kachings, who may be geo- 
graphically within the empire of Ohina, 
bat who in reulity pay no allegiance 
to anybody, ‘The Shan States on 
the eastern border of Upper Burma 
proper used to be dependencies of 
the Ava dyuasty, bat in the late 
King’s time they bad more or leas 
off Burman dot ion. The 
last dynasty was founded in 1752 by 
a dacvit leader, whose authority ex- 
tended over the whole of Burma, in- 
cluding Arakan, Pegu and Tanungoriw, 
to the sea and the borders of Siam, 
In 1826 and 1852 the descendants of 
this King wore stripped of large por- 
tions of their territories, only what is 
now known as Upper Burma remaining 
to them, The misconduct of 'Thebaw 
led to the expedition of 1885, and the 
absorption of his kingdom into the 
Indian Eaupire. ‘I'he chief work of the 
year in the pacificntion aud organizing of 
the country has fallen on the officers and 
men of the army. ‘The average vamber 
of troops employed in Upper Burtua 
during the year was about 14,000 
bat in December there were 25,000, 
From the 17th November 1885 down to 
the 81st October 1886, 11 efficers and 
919 men had died from disease, 76 
officers and 1,956 men—exolusive of 
those in one regiment—bad been in- 
valided, muking a total wastage of 
3,053 meu. Many of tho invalided 
men returned to the ranks after 
shorter or longer sojourn in India, 
‘The climate is called deadly in some 
places where the troops were, aud uct 
without reason. 

Among the first steps tuken in tho 
administration of the new possession 
was the formation of districts under 
civil officers, ‘hese districls were 
origiunlly twelve, but were afterwards 


























ig | ivorensed to fourteen, and they were 


supposed to correspond ns far as pose 
sible with the old civil districts of 
Barmese times, ‘Ihe extension of our 
influence and the reduction to order of 
parts of districts remote from head- 
quarters hus however only been gradu. 
ully effected. ‘I'he civil officers were 
given the full powers of Deputy Cum. 
missioners ; as far as posible the Indian 
Criminal Acts were brought into force, 
dacoity or murder was made puuisl- 
able by death, but magistrates were 
instructed to pass capital sentences 
ouly iu very heinous cases, No capital 
sentence was allowed to be carried 
out except after confirmation by the - 
Chief Commissioner. Iu revenue mat 
tere the custome of the country were 
as far as possible observed. The re- 
salts of these regulations are given at 
considerable length in the history of 
each district for the year, in which the 
difficulties which bad to be met and 
overcome are detailed. In Mandalay, 
intrigues by the hangers on of the 
former Conrt, disorders, dacoities, rob- 
beries, exter fires aud a disastrous 
flood, were only some of the difficulties 
of goverument. Yet it says a good 
deal for the administration of Mandalay 
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and the district, that a not single 
‘case of disorder occurred in the city on 
the night whon the inundation happened. 
Alter that time efforta were made, aud 
with success, to enlist the sympathies 
of the people in the cause of order. 
With two exceptions, dacoities in the 
neighbourhood, the Bhamo district has 
been quiet daring the year,aud trade lias 
rropted. Orders wore issued 
iaarmamont of the couutry, but 
persons of proved logulty aro allowed 
to retain their arms after they have 
beon numbered and marked by the 
wer, for it has beeu found 
that while the possession of one or two 
muskets is a source of danger and a 
temptation to dacvity the possession of 
a moderate supply of arms by loyal 
householders affords them means of 
self defence, But these loyalists are 
not allowed to carry arms, they are 
only allowed to use them in self de- 
fence, All the Report give satisfac- 
tory evidenoo of tho restoration ef 
ordor throughout the country. 

Tbe obief public works undertaken 
throughout the year have been military 
buildings and 
roads, ‘The railway from ‘Toungoo to 
Mandnlay has been undertaken, ‘Tho 
distance is about 240 miles, and the 
cost ie estimated at 183 Incs of rupees, 
which is, at an exchange of 1/6 per 
rupee £1,372,000 —sny £5,700 0 
mile, New lines of water communica. 
tion are to be opened up, and on 
existing routes the Flotilla Company 
hinge done much more singe the aunex- 
ation than they did before. A scie 
tifio examination of the mineral re- 
sources of the province las been begun 
by the Geological Survey, aud pending 
the completion of that examination 
some faots have been ascertained, ‘here 
are the ruby districts, the head- 
quarters of the mines in which wore 
ocoupied in Deoomber; of gold and 
silver mines nothing trustworthy is 
known; jade is found in Inrge quan. 
tity, and there are several coalfieide. 
The productions of the country are 
sgricultural, The revenue was partially 
collected Inst year; the monopolies 
feom which the late King derived moat 
of his revenue have been given up; for 
instauce, the monopoly of the importa. 
tion of pickled tea. from the Shan 
States, from which £75,000 was re- 
osived annually, ‘The onpits 
rent of royal lands and the irrigation tax 
will bo the chief sources of revenue 
thio year, aud something of the aunnal 
tribute is expected from the Shans. 
‘Tho forests are let on royalties, On 
the whole a perusal of this qui 
drawn-ap business like Report leaves 
the impression on the mind that much 
good and lasting work has beeu done 
by the Servioss in Upper Burma, aud 
tit the future of the people and 
country will be better than their past.

politics. Germ was the subject of 
hat article, and the next is upou France. 
he author is said to be Sir Charles 
Dilke, and besides the ample acquain- 
tance with the politics of Europe which 
is displayed, there are some pecu- 
liarities which seem to indicate him as 
the writer, He is an intense admirer 
of the Inte M. Gambetta, and is apt to 
tnke rather a French th 
view of affairs when the interests or 
the politics of the two countries come 
Charles Dilke 
often did when Under-Seoretary for 
Iu the article on 
Germany there are a few points which 
I notice before proceeding to 
the one on Frauee, as they will help us to 
understand the other one better, After 
pointing out the clearness and simpli- 
city of Prince Bismarck’s policy, the 
writer shows that Germany occupies a 
vulnerable military position in the centre 
of Europe, with no stroug military 
frontier, and that she bas bound herself 
by a defensive lengue to Austria, the 
weakest of tho three grent military 
Powers, the others being Rassin and 
te says:—France, indeed was 
willing for some years to (uke her 
policy humbly and submissively from 
Berlin, but France so long us Alsnoe 
and half Lorraine, are German cannot. 
be bound to Germany, in such a way as 
not to turn upon her as soon as she is 
sufficiently strong. Later on 
article the author estimates the 
power of Frauco aud Germany. ‘The 
former has done a fabulous amount of 
military work eince 1870; ake has 
built miles upon miles of fortresses, 
behind which the least instructed of 
her men could fight. She believes she 
has a force of 3,408,000 instructed and 
701,000 untanght men, or 4,109,000 
all, ‘These figures are subject to 



























































great deductions, and the author con. 
sidera that France possesses au army 
of 24 millions men, with artillery and 
cavalry proper for au army of 2 mil- 


Tiong, ‘able at once to stand in ! 
the frontier, and to carry ou 
thongh not complicated movements in 
the field. Germany would put on the 
ground @ force very inferior in num- 
bere, if the whole reserves on both 
sides are counted, but she has moro 
thoronghly trained men, u the 
event of a complete mobilisation her 
forces would be more easily handled ; 
but the German. staff doubt whether 
Germany could make any but a merely 
defensive war agniust France, A viola- 
tion by Germany of the guaranteed 
uentralisation of Belgium would, how. 
ever, put the former power more on au 
equality with ber rival, and the ine 
crease in Ler army lessens whatever 
difference there maybe between them. 
The two rivals are now too strong for 
each other, and neither could invade 
without passing through Belgium. The 
French frontier is now one great earth= 
work, it has been made as strong by 
art as it is weak by the nature; for 
sixty miles iu a stretch every single spot 
is under defensive fire by Leavy gune, 

















In the article on France the person. 
ality of General Boulanger occupies a 
prominent placo; and the author does 
not think that it in any way effeots the 
situation of France in Europe, and ber 
obable fatare. A very considerable 
time ago the author asked a friend who 
was going to Paris to find out for 
him, whether General Boulanger was 
a man, a soldier, a mouutebauk or 
anass, ‘Tbe report was of uo grent 
practical value, because it was to the 
effect that the “Bonnparte without 
a victory” was at onceall four, Bat, 
although be is not wanting iu the 
circus element, he bas shown by his 
Inst considerable speeches that hia 
English blood is strong in him aud that 
he is uot & man as the Frenoh say 
“to break windows.” Gambetta nsed to 
speak of him as oue of the four beat 
officers in France, but he put him 
rather below thau above at least two of 
the four. His conduct to the Duo 
@Aamale lust year lns done him uo 
harm, and the author states simply—— 
expecting to be disbelieved—that 
personal popularity in France 
greater than that enjoyed by any man 
since Napoleon was at the height of hia 
power, with the possible exception of 
Lafayette, at the moment of tbe Revola- 
tion of 1830. He does not consider 
General Boulanger a danger to peace, 
because a war in which the first events 
made the issue doubtful would pro. 
bably be fatal to hie popularity, and 
he is not likely to risk this, but 
acknowledges that the General who 
brought back Alesce or Belgium, 
would lave supreme power, but 
ander Repablioau forme, ‘The Gove 
eral may however be forgotten in a 
few yours, as so many first oluss meu 
in France are at the present time, 
Frauee, while steong in her army and 
vy cannot rely upon friendships, 
The Ewporor of Russia detests the 
Republio, the Sultan now merely follows 
the Russian lead; but where in Europe 
has France now any real friends ? The 
more or less inimion! or at the best 
guarded position which the other Powers 
occupy to her is dealt with at length, 
particularly that which the Freuch 
demands regarding tbe evacuation of 
Egypt have forced on the Buglish 
Cabiuet, Our whole dealings with that 
country in recent times are very fairly 
described, and one fact is brought out 
clearly, that M, de Losseps as exercised 
®& mischievous influence on French 
policy. The writer also shows that the 
best French statesmen have beeu opposed 
to the later policy, which the eudens 
vour to maintain their position at home 
forced upon them, 1t was the Suez 
Caual which M. de Freycinet had iu 
his mind when he talked of Egypt, and 
the author maintains that there is little 
difference between the viows of Eng. 
land and France about its futnre 
neatralisation, ‘The former Power 
has twice made proposals to secure by 
an international agreement the freedom 
of the Cuual, both iu peaco and 















































war, at all times aud for all ships, 
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whether of trade or war. France can 
come to an agreement with England 
whenever she pleases, and if she uses 
Iangange of insistonoe it is only for the 
purpose of breaking through n door 
whioh is already opon, 80 as to beable 
to celebrate a triamupl, ‘This has been 
the Freuoh policy throughout ; she bas 
used somewhat menucing Innguage 
with no intention of going to war for 
Egypt; her Cabinets have played to 
the pit, The author makes what he 
calls a rather startling statement, bat 
which he says ie perfeotly true— 
that the Canal has been neutralised 
from the first and is neutral at this 
moment, Ite uentrality is read into 
the original firman by ® reference to 
the Act of Concession, and the action 
taken by France during the Franco. 
German war coustituted au admission 
of this neutrality, ‘The paper farther 
shows the irritating policy pursned by 
France—sometimes instigated by Princo 
Bismarck—towards England, in other 
parta of the world, It deals also with 
her Colonial Policy,and says that French 
snbjects in French possessious outside 
of France and Algeria cost the mother 
country £1 per head, Buglish subjects, 
outeide the British dominious, costing 
ouly 2d. per head, Besides its costli- 
ness the Colonial policy ns increased 
the work to be done by the army aud 
navy; given hostages to Euglaud, who 
wonld be able to out the communica- 
































sessions, in onse of wal 
lnsting resentment of the Australian 
colonies of Great Britain, which will 
one day form the third power in tho 
world, What France has done in 
‘Tanis has irritated Italy, and the
